Western War Horses 
Sell High in England 


Praise of the way in which West- 
ern Canadian bred horses acquitted 
themeelves in France has been very 
generous by returning roldiers, 
The following extract from a letter 
from Major General McRae, telling 
of the disposal of some of these 
animals after their hard service 
shows that this praise has not been 
overdone, 

‘*You' will be interested to know 
that we kept some of the Western 
horsea we purchased in the winter 
of 1914 and 1915 in the service kere 
until a few days ago, when they 
sold by public auction in London, 
the quarter-master-general taking 
advantage of the bituaticn in order 
to get rid of them before the break 
in prices. They were a particularly 


‘fine buneh, the heavy draughts 


brought on an average $450, and 
the highest price paid for any 
draught horse was 8700 for an 
Alberta gelding now eight years old. 
The light horses brought on an 
average $250. Had these horses 


signed they would have brought 
considerable more money.’’ 


The Tetephone Situation

Hun Revolters: Are Jail Birds 


Troubles Present Police and Not 
Political Problem 

Stockholm. — Swedish correspon- 
dents in Berlin report that the goy- 
ernment all through the bloody 
struggle in the recent days had the 
overwhelming weight of strength, es- 
pecially potential strength, on its 
side. They say that the German na- 
tion regards the troubles as present- 
ing a police and not a political prob- 
lem. They add that the people are 
becoming aroused against the Bol- 
sheviki, who enjoy the support of 
every. Berlin criminal out of jail, The 
correspondents declare that more 
than 50 per cent. of the Spartacists 
have jail records, 

Ina despatch filed in Berlin it\vas 
said that chief of police Eichhorn was 
still at his post, that street car traife 
had ceased and that railway cm- 
ployes were striking. Battles at that 
time were taking place outside the 
foreign office and the palace of the 
crown prince, with field guns on both 
sides, firing at point blank range, kil- 
ling or wounding a great many and

When British Troops Landed Bees 
Were Released 

San Francisco, — Swarms of 
bees were used by German troops 
when they sought to prevent the 
landing of British troops at Tanga, 
German East Africa, making possible 
the effective use of machine guns, ac- 
cording to R, M. Ewart, superintend- 
ent of the British Africa police who 
arrived here enroute to London, The 
German troops, Ewart said, instruct- 
ed natives to collect millions of wild 
bees in wooden hives, The hives 
were kept in readiness and when the 
British troops landed the bees were 
released, 

“The angry insects swarmed about 
the men and horses,” Ewart — said, 
“and while the men were fighting 
them off, many of them suffering in- 
tensely from scores of stings, the 
Germans turned loose with machine 
guns, inflicting heavy casualties.”

British “Craft Make Twenty-four 
Knots an Hour Under Steam 
Power sone 

London, — The admiralty has per- 
mitted to be made public the real 
story of the submarine cruisers the 
British successfully constructed at 
the time the Germans were boasting 
of their super-submarine, 

The British craft have two funnels 
‘gid make twenty-four knots an hour 
fon the surface under steam power, 
They carry from eight to ten torpedo 
tubes two or three four inch guns, 
and also are equipped with internal 
combustion ene} surface cruis- 
ing. The batteries the undersea 
power can be charged from both the 
Steam and combustion engines and a 
scheme has been devised for quickly 
jsubmerging, The vessels displace 
2,000 tons on the surface and 2,706 
tons submerged.

Connubial Complications 
Fifteen Hundred Canadian Soldiers 
Missing and Presumably Dead 
are Located in Germany 
Ottawa. — Fifteen hundred Cana- 
dian soldiers who were reported as 
missing and presumably dead have 
been located in Germany since the 
armistice was signed, says the Otta- 
wa Jourtal, Many of, these soldiers 
have been missing since the battle of 
Ypres and have long since been given 
up as dead. The German authorities 
have never reported them and_ their 

mail was tever received, 

A report on the whole question is 
being prepared, but it is presumed 
that these prisoners must have been 
confined to certain camps where 
German officers were 
brutal and cruel or else the men were 
recalcitrant, and the Gerinans, im re- 
taliation, refused to report thein, con- 
trary to all international war -regula- 
tions, 

While the discovery of these 1,500 
missing soldiers, long since givem up 
as dead, has brought joy to many 
homes, it has resulted in tragic com- 
plications in a number of cases. Re- 
ports have been received at Ottawa 
already that a number of cases where 
wives of these soldiers, who were re- 
ported missing and later dead, have 
remarried, 

One western hero of Ypres has dis- 
covered that his wife, after waiting 
for two years; has remarried.

A subject which is undoubtedly go- 


ing to command ithe closer attention 
is 
that of the physieal well-being and 
health of the people of the nation. In 
the past all governments have taken 
too much for granted in connection 
with matters relating to the public 
health, with the result that when they 
began to call up the manhood of the 
nations by the hundreds of — thous- 
ands, and even millions, for medical 
examination preliminary to enrolling 
them into the armies, governments, 
as well as medical authorities and the 
public generally, were amazed and 
startled to learn what a large pro- 
Portion of the populations of various 
countries were handicapped by dis- 
ease or physical defects of one kind 
or another, And in a large percent- 
age of cases.these discoveries were 
a complete surprise to the men suf- 
fering these disabilities,

This wholesale txamination of the 
mantiood of all th® great countries of 
the world, and the facts disclosed by 
it, has served to awaken governments 
everywhere to the necessity of action 
to protect and conserve the public 
health, and what these discoveries 
failed to do, the influenza epidemic, 
which has swept over the world dur- 
ing the past six months, has“ done.

In Canada, there is a renewed ant 
increasingly strong — public demand 
for the creation of a Dominion de- 
partment of health at Ottawa to per- 
form for this country what the Brit- 
ish ministry of health proposes to do 
in Great Britain. 

Here in these Western prairies our 
Provincial governments are also mov- 
ing in the direction of improved and 
more drastic laws regulating matters 
of health, providing for the erection 
of hospitals in rural municipal areas, 
creating systems of municipal or dis- 
trict nursing, providing for the 
ployment of nurses and the 
lishment of dental clinics in the 
chools, making compulsory the  re- 
Porting of many diseases which for- 
merly were not reportable, and, in 
general, extending and strengthening 
the machinery designed to promote 
the public health, 

That much can be accomplished 
along these lines is indicated by a 
Statement made to the Saskatchewan 
legislature at its Present session by 
Hon. George Langley in moving $ec- 
ond reading of a bill to consolidate 
the various health measures passed 
since 1909, Mr. Langley declared 
that they had succeeded almost 
eradicating typhoid fever from the 
Province, and in Support of his state- 
ment quoted figures to show that 
while in 1910, with a population of 
450,000, there were 151 deaths from 
typhoid in Saskatchewan; in 1918, 
with nearly double the population, 
the deaths attributable to this dis- 
ease had been reduced to 54, the dif- 
ference between the tatios being 30.6 
per hundred thousand of population

It is well to bear in mind, how- 


ever, that the results it is desired to 
achieve cannot be attained by gov- 
ernment legislative and administrative 
action alone, All that parliaments 
and legislatures can de is to provide 
the necessary groundwork, the ma- 
chinery, and see that the laws which 
may be passed are ‘strictly enforced 
and properly observed. Much of the 
responsibility for such enforcement 
and administration must, of necessity, 
rest upon municipal councils and mu- 
nicipal officials. 

Furthermore, like ali good things, 
iniproyement in the public health 
will call for the expenditure of fairly 
large sums of public money, Yet it 
will be money well spent, for the ola 
saying still holds good that “an ounce 
of prevention is worth a pound of 
cure.” If only a fraction of the 
enormous sums of money lost as a 
result of the recent epidemic of influ- 
enza—not to reckon the loss of prec- 
ious lives—had been expended some 
years ago in safeguarding the public 
health and in educating people how 
to prevent disease, that epidemic 
would never have made the headway 
it did. It becomes the duty, there- 
fore, of the individual taxpayer to 
give his support to all measures de- 
signed to protect his own, his family’s 
his neighbor's, his 
health, 

There is still another duty devoly- 
ing upon the individual in this mat- 
ter, It is to see that every possible 
reasonable precaution is taken in his 
own home to create and maintain 
those conditions best calculated to 
insure good health, While epidemics, 
as a rule, have their origin in con- 
gested centres of populatio—and the 
greater responsibility, therefore, 
rests on cities and towns to create 
and maintain the most sanitary con- 
ditions possible—a responsibility 
nevertheless exists upon all residents 
in villages, hamlets and rural muni- 
cipalities, where, because of Scarcity 
of population it is not possible to 
provide all those modern Sanitary 
methods and systems to be found in 
larger centres, to pay strict attention 
to disease preventive measures 
around their own homes and farms, 
For example, drainage, should re- 
ceive strict attention, the water Sup- 
ply should be a matter of constant 
care and watchfulness, the disposal 
of all waste and refuse matter well 
looked after, and, with the coming of 
spring weather, the . precaution of 
providing ample screens on doors 
and windows against the fly menace 
should receive attention, 

In a word, there should be con- 
certed and united action by govern- 
ments, municipalities and individual 
citizens everywhere to the end that 
the standard of public health may be 
raised and epidemics of disease re- 
duced to a minimum, There is need 
for greater attention being given in 
our ‘schools to the subject of health, 
hygiene and‘sanitation, and for a 
persistent educational propaganda on 
the value of fresh air in the home 
and of as much Open air exercise ‘as

The 54th annual report of the Un- 
jon Bank of Canada, covering the year 
ended November 30th, 1918, slows 
very striking progress.

The Canadian War Savings 
Plan Easy and Profitable 


The Canadian War Savings Plan, 
which makes saving both easy and 
profitable, is doing much to teach the 
public what can be done- by putting 
away small sums of money.

Says the Calgary Herald: ‘While 
there is as yet no definite assurance 
that the 1919 Canadian wheat price 
will be fixed by the government as 
was the case in 1917 and 1918, in- 
timation comes in a cable from Lon- 
don that even though there should be 
no fixed price set there will be a 
ready and available market for the 
Canadian crop at a price very little 
below that fixed for 1918.

“Herbert Hoover is the man who 
will be director-general of this board, 
and Hoover has already expressed an 
opinion that the Allies should assume 
such control of the food situation as 
would safeguard the United States in 
its policy of a fixed price for the 1919 
crop, The intimation is that without 
actually fixing an arbitrary price the 
Supreme war board will so regulate 
both purchases and prices as to pre- 
vent more than a minimum of loss 
to Uncle Sam, which would mean that 
Canada would be treated on a simi- 
lar basis, its whole crop being taken 
and the price paid being somewhere 
close to that of last year, 2)

Central China to 
Have Wireless 


Will Be Put in Operation Across the 
Gobi Desert 

Paris. — On his arrival in Paris, 
Handley Page informed a correspon- 
dent that he had concluded a con- 
tract with the Marconi company for 
the transportation of a wireless in- 
stallation into central China by air- 
plane. This means opening up to quick 
communication vast areas of central 
China through the wireless systeni 
within a few months instead of wait- 
ing a year or more. Few railroads ex- 
tend into the district so it would be 
necessary to employ the slowest 
transportation to carry the required 
materials to various points if 
load carrying airplanes 
available, 

Following the primary installations 
which are required urgently in the 
most thickly inhabited parts of cen- 
tral China the wireless will be put 
in operation across the Gobi desert, 
To carry the necessary metal work 
and wire both two and four-engined 
Handley-Pages will be used. It will 
be necessary to employ the largest 
airplanes carrying several tons for 
long distances to transport the heavy 
steel sections of the wireless towers 
to be installed to the most important

Embargo Affects Exports 


Half Million Tons Per Month Back- 
ed Up in Canadian Warehouses 
Montreal, — The arresting of  al- 

most the entire overscas export ship- 

ments of Canada has been affected by 
an’ order from the Canadian railway 
war board recently issued.. At least 

80 per cent, of this huge trade, 

amounting to something like half a 

million of tons per month will thus 

be backed up in Canadian ware- 
houses, clevators and mills, 

The embargo has been placed be- 
cause the British and French ports 
have at present more traffic than 
they can handle» The British min- 
istry of shipping had advised us that 
ships cannot be accomplished, That 
means they cannot be loaded. St. 
John and Halifax must be protected 
and that in turn means that | our 
shippers must hold their shipments 
so as not to plug the transportation 
lines, 

This explanation was giyen a rail- 
way board official How long the 
embargo will remain in force de- 
pends on how long before the ports 
are cleared up,. There is now suffi- 
cient freight at St. John and Halifax 
to meet the requirements of all ves- 
sels sailing during the present month,

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Government Co-Operation 
In Reconstruction Activities 


Next Twelve Months Beginning of 
Long Period of Expansion 
Nineteen hundred and nineteen 
opens on the verge of a new Canada. 
It is time for thinking and resolving. 
We are going “over the top” for new 
departures in the industrial, agricul- 
tural, financial and social life of our 
country, The next decade means 
much to everyone having a dollar at 
stake in the Dominion, It is the per- 
iod when all should step forward and 
assist in closing up the ranks and 
bringing ourselves a little closer to- 
gether for the common“good, Canada 
is now looking into the future with 
the same confidence and determina- 
tion that has won for humanity the 
great victory after four years of 
struggle. The same high ideal must 
prevail during our reconstruction 
period. Class distinction and mis- 
understandings were obliterated in 
the trenches and replaced by broad- 
er views of life and duty. Let Canada 
stand by that broader. understanding 
and sympathy with all sections of 
men, This can only be brought about 
by just recognition of the claims of 
every section of the people and the 
acknowledgement of the fundamental 
truth that the wealth and prosperity 
of the whole community can be im- 
measurably increased in the future by 
national effort and naticnal patriotism 
in reconstruction work, The supply- 
ing of productive employment to the 
men who are coming back, is one of 
the great problems to be dealt with. 
Industry, agriculture and trade gen- 
erally, must organize to ineet those 
conditions, Adjustments should be 
brought about gradually to be perma- 
nently beneficial, and above all, there 
must be unity of purpose, with con- 
fidence between all classes. One of 
the important things to do in a big 
way, is to further develop our natural 
resources and aid in scientific re- 
search work that may tend to ad- 
vance the industrial and agricultural 
interests of the country. No one 
need be pessimistic as regards Can- 
ada’s future. Optimism should be the 
keynote, Let “Production” continue 
to be the watchword in agriculture 
and industry, for such development 
means the employment of labor, 

Which is all important, 

With the cessation - of hostilities, 
between 300,000 and 350,000 soldiers 
have to be re-established in ciyil 
life. As many munition workers 
must be provided with other émploy- 
nient. Altogether between 1,000,000 
and 1,502,000 persons out of a total 
population of 8,000,000, will be affect- 
ed vitally by readjustment to peace 
conditions, 

It is imperative that employment 
should be provided, that the labor 
market should not be congested, that 
war veterans and war workers should 
find steady employment and that 
fair wages should be maintained, The 
Dominion is undertaking extensive 
public improvements, The railway 
companies haye announced large con- 
struction policies. Many manufac- 
turers are preparing progressive pro- 
grams which will involve an expendi- 
ture of millions of dollars, 

But there is a direct responsibility 
upon each municipality for the wel- 
fare of the men who have given vital 
service overseas and in particular 
war occupations, Failure to provide 
employment will not only result in 
distress and misery to individuals, 
but it will disorganize the labor 
market, lower municipal revenues
